The quatrains of Omar Khayyam, which 
have long been admired by special student of 
Oriental literature, have within a comparatively 
short time, through the admirable translation 
of Edward Fitzgerald, become known to the 
English-speaking world. And wherever they 
have been read they have excited wonder and 
admiration by their insight; their resolute 
recognition of the hardships, the temptations, 
the fatality of human life ; and their remark¬ 
able force and felicity of expression. 

These quatrains do not admit of illustration, 
in the ordinary sense. They do describe 
scenes or landscapes which the skilful artist 
can reproduce. They challenge thought, and 
study, and reOection ; and the artist who would 
produce designs to illustrate the spirit and to 
suggest piciorially the significance of the 
quatrains, must enter sympathetically and by 
profound brooding over the tone and tendency 
of every line, into the poet’s state and attitude 
of mind. In addition to this, he must possess 
a power and range of imagination, and a fine 
vigour of expression granted to very few. 

Mr. Elihu Vedder has long been fascinated 
by Omar Khayyam’s Rubaiyat. For ten years 
and more he has studied them, lived in them, 
and sought to illustrate in fitting pictorial 
designs the deep and mysterious meanings 
they bore to him. Fortunately his appreciation 
of the grandeur and mystery of the wm 
matched by his remarkable vigour and fertility 
of imagination, and by a sure force and grace 
of expression very rare. 

Mr Vedder has devoted the past year to pro¬ 
ducing the designs for this work, and the 
result is a series of majestic and b^ufaful 
pictures, such as can hardly be paralleled m

modem art. They possess astonishing power, 
variety, grace, and snggestiveness, and give 
one a new sense of the scope and domam of 
truly great art. . ,. » ^ 

There are fifty-six designs, in which are 
incorporated the one hundr^ and one stanzas 
given in Fitzgerald’s translation. 

The drawings were made on paper of dif¬ 
ferent tints with black and white crayon. As 
fast as they were finished Mr. Vedder had 
them photographed, and then retouched the 
drawings to render them more enable of 
perfect photographic reproduction. The draw¬ 
ings are reproduced in facsimile, and as the 
method used admits of printing in any desired 
colour the results are nearer the original designs 
in every respect than could be secured by any 
other known method. Proofs from the plates 
were sent to Mr. Vedder, and his suggesU^g 
were carefully followed in the printing. This 
was done by hand on heavy plate paper spe¬ 
cially made for this purpose. The plates are 
Hi inches by 9, and the page measures 
12 inches by 15. 

Separate designs have been made by Mr. 
Vedder for pages devoted to the Poet, the 
Artist, and the Publisher ; and othere for the 
Title-page, Frontispiece, and Dedication. 

The Introduction of Fitzger^d’s edition 
follows the Illustrations, and is printed in large 
type on plate paper. An Artist has famished 
N^otes on the Illustrations, which explam some 
of the hidden meanings, and for these Notes 
he has made suitable ornamental borders. 

The book is a large quarto, beautifully bo^d, 
with a cover designed by Mr. Vedder. The 
price will be, in cloih, £5. 5s; to be raised 
after issue to £6.6s.

ornamented loith upwards o/SO historiated initials enclo¬ 
sing Miniatures, many with borders the length of the 
page, including the genealogy of Christ, in gold and 
colours, as well as hundreds of initials in colours; in 
the original boards, covered with leather, stamped with 
the heraldic figure of a griffin, and the motto, Jhesus 
help, in the (dd English style, with brass bosses and 
clasps, back repaired, £50. S.®c. xiii 

This little volume has an interesting history. Written 
evidently in France about the middle of the thirteenth century, 
ifc was about fifty years later in the possession of Haco King of 
N^orway, who in 1810 presented it to Kenric, prior of a Monastery 
at Hadersleben in Sleswig. In 1514, Paul Moller of Sleswig 
bought it “ in the Dominican monastery.** The book was pro¬ 
bably rebound for him, and evidently in London, for although 
the Jhenis help makes good Dutch as well as good English, the 
griffin leaves us no doubt on the subject. 

The text of the inscriptions from which we learn so much 
of its history is as follows :— 

“ Anno dni. M.ccc.x. istum librum tulit Kanricus prior 
provincialis d conventu Hatheerslev. do dono dni. ^gis 
Norwegie.** 

“ Pntem [pmesentem] Bibliam emi ego Paulus Moller 
Sleszwic* in monasterio Predicatorum anno 1514 Junii 14.** 

A later inscription, dated 1677, records the presentation of 
the book, but the names both of the donor and the recipient are 
effaced.

Magnificent MS. on Vellum with 70 Miniatures 

of exquisite execution, in the rare Camaieu-gris style; 
with illuminated borders and initials; richly bound in 
morocco extra, lined with morocco and finely tooled, by 
Dubu, in a case, £480. about a.d. 1380 

Thought to have been formerly in the possession of Jean 
Marot (abont 1500), as the autograph signature of “ Johannes 
Marous ” appears on the first page of the Testament. 

An extremely beautiful and cfiasto specimen of French art. 
The miniatures are distinguished by their elegant and correct 
, designs, and the sober simplicity of their colouring. The execu¬ 

tion is marvellously fine, considering the minuteness of the 
illustrations. There is nothing whatever outre or ill-drawn ; 
the forms, faces, attitudes, and grouping of the figures, are 
depicted with the graceful ease of an accomplished artist,—far 
superior to the workmen who, in most of the MS. of the period, 
disguised their defective powers of delineation by the lavish use 
of gold and bright colours. The Homan ends on the obverse of 
folio 166 with these words: 

Ainsi oi la rose vermeille 
Atant fu iour ie mesueille. 

Explicit. 

On the reverse of the same leaf, there are two pieces of verse 
against women, written in the same hand as the text; with marks 
which show that they were intended for intercalation at certain 
passages of the poem. 

At the head of the Testament (which begins on folio 158) 
there is a large and fine miniature representing the Trinity 
surrounded by the emblems of the four Evangelists. This poem 
ends with an invocation to the Viigin, in twenty lines—a piece 
of verse which is not found in other MSS. It commences thus : 
Marie Vierge fille et mere 
Ancille du souuerain perc. 

25004 LUDOLFI DE SAXONIACarthusianiViTACHRiSTi, 
parts 1,2, in 1 stout volume, square folio, grand illu¬ 
minated MS. on vellum, written in double columns; 
xcith 93 fine Miniatures, carefully painted by aFrench 
artist, each with an elegant fioreated harder, bound in 
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crimmti velvet with clasps ; formerly in the possession 
of T>on Gomez Davila, Marques de Velada, about 
1580, £200. circ. a.d. 1420-30 

The possession of this MS. by a Spanish grandee in the 
sixteenth century is interesting when we consider that the work 
was always a favourite one in Spain, and that the first book 
printed at Alcala was a translation of the text into Castilian. 
The presumptive correctness of such attribution of ownership 
appears from a letter inserted in the beginning of the book, and 
dated 1585, which contains a report fi*om Juan de Osuna, his 
agent or steward, to the Marquis, and from the fact that the 
volume remained in Spain, till bought a few years ago by a 
French dealer for £400. 

The execution of the MS. is French, and of superior order. 
Two of the miniatures (those at the beginning of each part) are 
very large and fine, and accompanied by beautiful bonders ; in 
the first of which an escutcheon is painted which is no longer 
clearly distinguishable. Of the 91 smaller miniatures, they 
natuiully vary in quality, more than one hand having probably 
been occupied in their production; but as a rule they are all of 
more than ordinary merit, and many are of great excellence. The 
character of these paintings is not like that of the well-known 
series of pictures that appear in the Hor® and Prayer Books, but 
resembles rather a set of historical miniatui'es, such as we find in 
somemanuscript Chronicles of the same age os this book. The 
borders are elegant with flowers and fruit and buttons of brilliant 
gold, and the initials are illuminated with fine taste. 

25005 LE GRAND COUSTUMIER DE NORMANDIE 
et Latin et en Fran^is^ avec calendrier, square folio, 
magnificent illtuninated Manuscript on VeUum, 

ornamented wtih several hundreds of initial letters, and 
many splendid floreated orders; with 24 small 
Miniatures in the Calendar, and 8 large Miniatures 
of exquisite beauty and finish, containing portraits, 
groups, and figures of varied and interesting character; 
hound about the year 1570, in smooth red morocco 
nchly gilt and lettered on the covers, “ Covstvmes. de. 
Norraadie,” Jrom the library of M. de Bellisle, £600. 

9 Rouen, about 1460-70 

There are two small miniatures to each month of the 
Calendar, one being the zodiacal symbol, the other a representa¬ 
tion of the duties or occupations of the month, except in the 
first instance only, which seems to be a picture of St. Maur 
(15 January), seated at table with food and drink before him, 
another personage standing and waiting upon him. Of the large 
miniatures, the first, on leaf 1, depicts a Bishop on his knees

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presenting the Constnmier to a French King, Duke of Normandy, 
in the midst of his court. Over the King’s head, on the canopies, 
are painted some armorial bearings, the leopard of Normandy, 
the lion of Brabant (?), and the double-headed eagle (of Haps- 
bnrg ?). This seems to indicate Louis Hntin as the monarch, 
and it may be remarked hei^e that the MS. ends with an Ordon- 
nance of that King dated 1814. The same subject appears in 
another fine picture on leaf 6; and on folio 7 there is a beautiful 
painting in two compartments, one showing the Duke presiding 
at his court-of-assize, and the other his officials apparently 
defining boundaries. On folio 20 another splendid miniatui*e in 
two compartments, represents the assize with the incidents of 
cnmes and punishment. On folio 33 there is a tree of consan¬ 
guinity with a smaller miniature. On folios 56, 66, and 80 there 
are three large and very beautiful paintings which illustrate the 
offences, the processes, and the punishments of various criminasl, 
ordeal by battle, decapitation, etc. On the fifth leaf from the 
end we find the title “ Cy fine le liure de la coustume de 
normdie;” beneath which follows “La Chartre aux Normans,” 
by Louis Hutin dated 1314, and on the last leaf the book ends 
with a short section “ La Justice aux Barons.” For richness of 
colouring, delicacy of execution, and the general artistic beauty 
which the larger miniatures display, there are few French MSS., 
even among the most famous, which can pretend to rival this. 

25006 ROMAN DE TRISTAN et QUESTE du SAINT 
GRAAL, stout large folio, French MS. on vellmn, 
with illuminated initials and capitals^ and containing 
nearly 80 singularly beautiful Miniatures Ulus- 
trating the story with scenes oflove^ war^ and pageantry^ 
many of them filming exquisite pictures in design^ 
execution^ and colouring^ and all highly interesting as 
examples of mediceval art applied to secular subjects ; 
formerly in the possession of Catherine de Bourbon, 
Duchesse d'Albret^ sister of Henri IV^ xoith her cypher 
on the old calf sides^ £250. 1468 

This valuable MS. belongs to the class of Round Table 
Romances in which the several stories are fused in a unified 
narrative. It probably embraced in one continuous whole the 
Histoire du Graal, Lancelot, Tristan, and Queste du Graal; and 
if so, this volume was probably the second half of the work. 
It begins with folio xxvii of the ancient numeration, at the time 
when King Marc comes to Logres to seek to injure Tristan, and 
is chiefiy occupied with that hero, the belle Yseult, and the 
rivalry of Palamedes, until a change in the story brings Lancelot 
to the fi*ont, and in folio clxv we have the carious description of 
the mistake which led to the birth of Galaad, told almost as in 
the printed Lancelot. With due altei*ation the story proceed, 
taking in Tristan as a companion of the Quest, and describing the 
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deeds of Perceval, Galaad and others, with some few gaps in the 
text, until folio 330 is reached, and there the MS. breaks off. 
A few pages back Tristan has been slain by King Marc, and then 
the meeting and parting of Lancelot and Galaad are described, 
the visit of the former to Corbenic and his vain attempt to enter 
the chamber in which he saw the Graal. 

At first sight, this MS. w'onld seem to be similar in kind with 
the lost French original from which Mallory’s Morte d"Arthur 
was abridged, but there are variations and transpositions. The 
adventures of Tristan are vastly more numerous and extensive 
than either the Morte Arthur or the French Tristan recount 
them. The rivalry and jealousy between Palamedes and Tristan 
are much more largely illustrated by striking incidents which 
display the nobility of the two foes. 

The date is traced in minute characters in the ornaments of 
the catchword on reverse of folio ccxx, thus—12 Aplis 1468. 

This MS. was in the possession of Bishop Warburton at the 
time when Warton wrote his History of English Poetry, and is 
mentioned by the latter writer. 

25007 Missel de Jean d’Amboise. MISS ALE. ad 
usDM EccLESijE LiNGONENSis, sm. folio, a Splendid 
Jlluminated Manuscript on Vellum, containing 
the Gallican Missal of the use of Langres, and, from 
the escutcheons which appear on some of the pages, 
probably executed for Jean d’Amboise, afterwards 
Bishop of Langres (1481-97) ; written on 154 leaves 
of pure vellum {size 12^ in. by 9 in.), with numerous 
handsome borders composed of flowers, fruit, grotesque 
figures, birds, coats of arms, scrolls, J’c. 25 large 
bordered initial letters, each historiated vrith a fine 
MINIATURE PAINTING, and Several hundred smaller 
capital and initial letters in gold and colours, blue 
morocco, broad dentelle borders in gold, silk linings, 
gilt edges, by Derome le jeune, with his ticket, £80. 

About 1470 

25008 CHEONIQUES DES DECS DE NORMANDIE 
(depuis Rou jusqu’ a Henri in. d’Angleterre), Magni¬ 
ficent Manuscript on Vellum (275 leaves), written 
in beautiful and large Gothic characters, similar to 
the celebrated Manuscript of Froissart’s Chronicles in 
the National Library. It is exquisitely cnnamented 
vnth 15 LARGE SUPERB Hiuiatures and several 
hundred Initial Letters illuminated chiefly in 
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camaieu in the first style of French Art, vellum, in half 
red Tnorocco case, £1500. About 1480 

This truly admirable Chronicle by an anonymous Author, 'vvho 
concludes his History with the Peace of 1217 between Henry 
HI of England and Philip-Augustus of France, must have been 
written after 1250, as toward the end, after describing the 
death of Richard Coeur de Lion and the enshrining of his heart 
at Rouen in a silver casket, he mentions incidentally that the 
silver was afterwards converted into money to form part of the 
ransom of Saint Louis. In Vols. XI and XIII of the Benedictine 
Collection of the Historiens des Gaules there are extracts from 
this manuscript, then in the possession of Charles Antoine de 
Bernard Marquis d’Avemes. After his death it was inherited 
by M. Vauquelin d’Ailly, whose autograph is on the vellum 
binding. From the arms emblazoned on folios 1 and 151, there 
can be but little doubt that this superb manuscript was executed 
by one of the best illuminators of the school of Burgundy, for 
Marshal Philippe de Crevecoeur [one of the characters in Sir 
Walter Scott’s Quentin Durward], who was honoured with the 
collar of the Toison d’Or in 1468, conquered Abbeville and 
Beauvais, was present at the battles of Granson and Morat, and 
also at Nancy, where Charles the Bold was killed in 1476. Subse¬ 
quently he entered the service of Louis XI, by whom he was 
highly esteemed, and w'ho, when dying, strongly recommended 
Crevecoeur to his son Charles VIII, as a man whom he should 
always retain near his person and employ in his wars. Ho 
became Marshal of France in 1483, Grand Chamberlain in 1492, 
and died at Lyons in 1494, whilst accompanying the King in his 
Voyage to Naples. Manuscripts of the Cronique de Normandie 
more or less perfect are extremely rare, and only to be found in 
public Libraries with the single exception of the present copy. 
The value of this manuscript is greatly increased by its being 
more complete than any other in existence and on'account of the 
exquisite beauty of its illuminations. The fifteen large minia¬ 
tures which grace this gem may be described as follows; 

I. Placed at the commencement, representing the arrival of Rou, 
or the famous Rollo, subsequently Robert first Duke of Normandy, 
before Rouen, is an admirable painting of a vessel disembarking 
at a fortified town, on the walls of which are warriors round 
their chief, whilst other warriors on foot and horseback are 
opposed to those who are landing. On the right, in the middle 
gi’ound, another ship is landing a small troop on the shore of an 
islet, and a body of knights advances to meet it. Behind them 
rises a beautiful church with lofty towers within a fortified 
inclosure, perhaps that of Jumieges, the city in the foreground 
being undoubtedly Rouen. In the background the river is 
bordered by a chain of hills, on one shore of which is a gibbet 
with a body hanging on it. Beneath this miniature commences 
the text with a richly illuminated initial P enclosing the 
Crevecoeur anus. 
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II. Represents the Marriage of the Dake Ron with Gille de France 
in the presence of Charles the Simple, her father. The ceremony 
is being performed under a rich portico of great architectural 
beauty, and there is extraordinary delicacy in the expression of 
the heads of the personages. 

III. Depicts the departure of Duke William Longsword from Amiens, 
his interview with Arnoul, Count of Flanders and his assassi¬ 
nation. It is remarkable for specimens of architecture. 

ly. Richard sans Peur rebuilds the Church of Fecamp : a very 
curious representation of the costumes of the Duke, of a Monk, 
and of the working Masons. 

y. A Composition in two compartments, that on the right repre¬ 
senting Duke Richard II brought to F5camp, and that on the 
left his death-bed, sunx)unded jby his attendants. In the comer 
on the left of this curious Miniature the Duke on his knees at the 
Abbey Gate is confessing to a Monk. 

VI. The Taking of the Castle of Alen 9 on by Robert the Devil. 

vii. Robert the Devil borne in a litter by Ethiopians, which circum¬ 
stance caused him facetiously to remark “ I am going to Paradise 
led by Devils.** 

VIII. In two compartments. In one Edward the Confessor is on his 
death-bed, in the other the coronation of Harold is represented. 

IX. Landing of William the Conqueror and Battle of Hastings. 

X. Episode of the Battle of Hastings, the Normans pretending 
flight to draw out the English. View of Battle Abbey in the 
background. 

XI. Harold’s body carried by Monks to Waltham Abbey, a view of 
the Abbey in the background. 

XII. Funeral of William the Conqueror on one side and Coronation 
of William Rufus by Archbishop Lanfranc on the other. 

xiu. The Chase in the New Forest in which William Rufus was 
slain by an arrow. 

XIV. The Battle at Le Mans, between Henry II and King Philip 
Augustus, in which Coeur de Lion fought against his father; 
on the right the city in flames, boats full of soldiers in the 
background. 

XV. Siege of the Castle of Chains, where Richard Coeur de Lion is 
mortally wounded by an arrow from the bow of Bertrand de 
Gourdon. 

These minatures belong to the most beautiful specimens of 
Burgundian Art in the XVth centuiy, and furnish precious 
details of Costume, Furniture, Architecture, Naval Constructions, 
Arms, Armour, Religious Ceremonies, etc. The several hundred 
Initial Letters, each presenting an ornamental subject deliciously 
painted in Camaieu or in white on a coloured ground displaying 
real and fantastic animals, heraldry, flowers, contests, tourna¬ 
ments, Dance of Death, etc. The List of Knights who took part 
in the Conquest of England (folios 163-66) is moi*e complete 
than usual, and is bordered with great ostentation, each line 
commencing with a beautiful painted initial letter having a 
diapered hyphen at the end. On the death of M. do Vauquelin 
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in 1850 this magnificent Chronique de Normandie became the 
property of Ambrose Firmin Didot, who considered it the gem 
of his collection, and after the decease of that famous Bibliophilo 
was on the 15th June, 1878, when sold by auction, purchased by 
a French firm for 53,000 francs, at which price, plus the com¬ 
mission, it passed into the hands of the late owner. A full 
account of this very valuable and important manuscript was 
printed at Bayeux in 1881 by the Comte de Toustain.

This perfect gem was formerly in the library of the Rev. 
Theodore Williams, whose arms and cypher are impressed on the 
sides of the binding. From his hands it passed into those of 
M. Didot, at whose sale in 1879 I bought it. I sold it after¬ 
wards to another collector whose library has been dispersed 
this year, and the little volume is once more in my possession. 
It is one of the most beautiful specimens of calligraphic and 
ornamental art which I have ever seen. The artist has managed 
to blend the different characters of Flemish and Italian art, 
the careful and elaborate drawing of the former school and its 
bold use of gold being skilfully softened with the chromatic 
sweetness and delicacy of the latter. The effect is charming. 

The subjects of the 16 larger miniatures are as follows:— 
St. John in Patmos; Jesus made captive ; the Annunciation 
of the Virgin; the Visit of St. Elizabeth; the Nativity; the 
Warning to the Shepherd’s; the Adoration of the three Kings; 
the Presentation in the Temple; the Flight into Egypt; the 
Death of the Virgin ; the Crucifixion; the Descent of the Holy 
Ghost; King David sending Uriah to the War; Lazarus recalled 
from the Dead; the Trinity; the Dead Christ on his mother’s 
lap. The arms of the Hurault de Chevemi family are painted 
on the lower margins of three pages. This might have been on 
the occasion of the birth (in 1528) of the future Chancelier of 
France.

The illustrations are drawn by a bold and skilful hand, 
the landscape accessories are admirable, and the illumination 
(which means that the lights and reflections are produced by 
the use of gold and silver) most effectively worked out. The 
designs of the pictures and the character of the handwriting 
are unmistakably English, and prove consequently that when 
Boaistuau came to London in 1559 to present his book to the 
English Queen, he did not bring with him an illuminated copy 
done in France, but only his own draught MS. from which he 
employed an English penman and an English artist to execute 
the necessary labour. The result was this fine book—a royal 
volume, which forms a treasury of English art in the early years 
of Elizabeth. Unluckily the title and the last page of the 
preface have been tom out, but the book is otherwise in perfect 
and unimpeachable condition. We have the full dedication in 
which the author announces that he has come expressly to 
London to present his book to her Majesty before getting it 
printed, and states that no one else had yet seen it. As we 
know it was first printed in Paris in 1560, this statement 
sufficiently indicates the date of the MS. and there can be no 
question about its having been executed for the Queen. The 
binding which is a fine specimen of English ornamental work, 
was done by the same binder whom Archbishop Parker usually 
employed.

Independently of the artistic and royal associations which 
should make this volume precious in the sight of every French¬ 
man, it has also a scientific value; the maps being the first 
detailed and accurate cartography on a large scale of that 
portion of the French kingdom which it deals with. They 
are also a remarkable attestation of French skill in diplomacy, 
even more than in arms, and illustrate the dexterity with which 
Henri Quatre knew liow to make peace. When he signed the 
treaty of Vervins in 1598, by which he closed the war with 
Spain, ho said significantly, “With this stroke of the pen I have 
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achieved greater saccesses than I could have won in a long space 
of time with the best swords of my realm.” He then ordered 
this Atlas to be prepared as a moniiment of what he had done 
to create a new epoch in French history, and it cannot be denied 
that the i*ecord is a splendid one; creditable alike to the royal 
statesman and warrior who made it possible, to the clever 
dinughtsman by whose hand it was executed, and to the artist 
who clothed it in a binding of so much beauty. 

The MS. consists of one leaf “ Table des Cartes,” and 
36 double leaves of maps, as follows:— 

1, General map (of Picardy, the Boulonnais, Artois, and 
the Pays Reconquis);

As the general map includes a good deal more territory 
than came into French hands before the time of Louis XTv, 
it also serves as an Index to the hereditary policy of the 
statesmen of that nation.
